But the same in flation which has caused other eco­ 
n omic groups to make sweepin g ad justmen ts, usually 
with govern men t approval, is cited as the reason why 
property own ers In ren t con trol areas must be con ten t 
with what they have. 
No on e kn ows better than a lan d lord about the 
importan ce of housin g; he has in vested mon ey in 
housin g. Yet when lan d lord s ask for the same treat- 
men t as everybod y else, they are abused an d criticised 
for bein g "un aware" of the fact th at housin g is a 
prime n ecessity.

It la n ow gen erally believed that 
Can cer of the Up 1» much more 
n o person should succumb from a common in men than Ui women . It 
can cer of the lip, because such can ­ 
cers are easily seen an d , If propeily 
treated early en ough, cun be elimi­ 
n ated . 
Obn cer of the Up may be precod ed 
by what is kn own as leukoplakia. 
This is a con d ition in which there 
is an overgrowth of the lin in g mem­ 
bran e of the Up causin g a flat white 
5pct. It is thought that leukoplakia 
may be brought on by such thin gs 
as d iabetes, an emia, lack of vita­ 
min s. poor mouth hygien e, an d the 
excessive use of tobacco. However, 
even after all of these con tributin g 
causes have been taken care of, the 
leukoplakia often persists. 
If the flat spot caused by the 
leukoplakia 
sud d en ly 
becomes 
raked , It should be 
removed .sur­ 
gically. 
This con d ition should n ot 
be treated by X-ray.

Billion Less In '48 
Than Year Before 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 15~-(UP)- 
The United States .spent about II,- 
000.000,000 less in the 1948 fiscal 
year for veterans aid than during 
1947, congress was told today, 
In Its annual report, the Veterans 
Administration said 
that 
$6,896,- 
264,828 was spent in the fiscal year 
ending last June 30. or about $1,- 
000,000,000 less thnn in the preced­ 
ing year. Of this, $907,648,022,80 was 
spent for salaries and expenses in 
1948, compared to $880. .29,776,57 in 
1947. 
There were l8,8no,OQO living Amer­ 
ican war veterans last June 30, ti e 
agency said, (fnd the number still is 


increasing. Of this number, 14.900,- 
nerved in World War II. and 98 
per cent of the veterans were males. 
The report showed that the Unit­ 
ed States hus paid out a grand total 
ft $48,728,561,161,17 tor veterans aid 
through the years since the Amer­ 
ican revolution.

Several New Bills 


Would Affect Area 


Among new bills Introduced In 
the state legislature today was one 
which would giv e the Ea*t Liv er­ 
pool municipal 
court Jurisdiction 
ov er St. Clair township and thus 
raise the Judge’s pay to 85,100 a 
year. 
A bill was introduced proposing 
that the state recognize as com­ 
mon carriers firms planning the 
130-mile $210 million conv eyor belt 
to carry iron ore and coal be­ 
tween Lorain and East Liv erpool. 
The bill would giv e the firms the 
right to secure land 
by eminent 
domain to erect the belt. 
O ther bills proposed :

Create a three-member state ath­ 
letic commission to license boxing 
and wrestling. 
Establish a nine-member board 
to study problems of treating chronic 
alcholtcs In state Institutions.
